IOWA STATE COLLEGE OF AGRICULTURE AND MECHANIC ARTS, STATE UNI-
VERSITY AND STATE NORMAL SCHOOL.
H. F. 409.
AN ACT making appropriations to the [owa state college of agriculture and mechanic
arte, the state university, and the state normal school.
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

SEcTIiON 1. Agriculture college—amounts appropriated—when
available. There is hereby appropriated to the Iowa state college of agri-
culture and mechanic arts, out of any money in the state treasury not other-
wise appropriated, for repairs, general improvements, current expenses,
and additional support, the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000).
annually hereafter; said sum to be paid in quarterly installments, on order
of the trustees, the first installment to be paid July first, 1900. That there
be further appropriated for said college, out of any money in the state treas-
ury not otherwise appropriated, the following sums for the following

urposes, to wit:

There is hereby appropriated out of any money in the
state treasury, not otherwise appropriated, for the further and addi-
tional support of the state university of Iows, in its several departments
and chairs, aund in addition to other appropriations the sum of fifty thousand
dollars ($30,000), annually hereafcer; said sum to be payable in quarterly
installments cn the order of the board of regents of said university, the
first installment to be payable on the first day of September A. D. 1900.
There is further appropriated in addition to the above the sum of ten
thousand dollars ($10,000), for repair and contingent fund, to be paid on the
order of the board of regents of said university; provided that no more than
half thereof shall be drawn during the year 1900.

The itemized appropriations specified in this section for the payment of
teachers and contingent expenses, and the itemized appropriations for
repairs, library, military instructions, and for librarian and assistant, shall
be paid on the order of the board of trustees of said normal school, pro-
vided that not more than one-fourth thereof shall be paid before October 1st,
1900, or more than one-half before April 1st, 1901, and more than three-
fourths before Oztober 1st, 1901. The itemized appropriation making pro-
vision for the support of the summer school shall be paid on the order of
the board of trustees of said normal school; provided that not more than
one-half thereof shall be paid before the first day of August, 1900, and the

. other half shall not be paid before the first day of August, 1901.
